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Summits and Soviet Prestige 


Talk of a conference — a 
summit conference — is in the 
air again. This would mean a 
meeting of the Prime Minister 
of Great Britain, the Premier of 
France, the President of the 
United States and Boss Khrush- 
chev of Soviet Russia. In fact, 
many observers believe this is 
the chief factor behind most of 
Khrushchev’s threats and bom- 
bast about Berlin. It is easy for 
us to get the notion that a com- 


plete dictator like the Soviet 


leader has nothing to worry about.. 


But close observers of affairs 


are convinced that 
Khrushchev needs a summit con- 
ference to bolster his prestige 
not only in the unhappy conquered 
countries, but in Russia itself.

Some of our so-called Euro- 
pean allies are not opposed to 
giving the communist boss an- 
other world sounding-board in a 
summit conference. President 
Eisenhower, on the other hand, 
has said he is not keen on the 
idea, unless he has assurance 
that something good would come 
out of it. But since our foreign 


policv is so much at the mercy of 








our supposed ‘‘allies”’’ in Europe, 


don’t be too sure that we won’t 
be inveigled into another one of 
these international circuses. 

In this connection, | was in- 
terested in reading the annual 
report of the House Un-American 
Activities Committee. It 
ments on the testimony of four 
authorities on Soviet Russia.

States recognizes and approves 


communism and its domination of 
millions of oppressed people. 
Instead of getting trapped in 
another summit conference with 
the Kremlin bosses, would we 
not do ourselves and the world 
a much greater service if we 
withdrew recognition from Soviet 
Russia and its puppet regimes 
entirely? That would inform the 
world definitively where we stand 
on communism. And it would en- 
able us to give the grand heave- 
ho to all the Soviet embassies 
and consular offices in America. 
Thus we would rid ourselves of 
one of the major nests of spies 
and saboteurs who are bent on 
subverting American institutions. 


UNESCO's After Our Schools Again 


Even if we should take the 
eminently sensible step of with- 
drawing recognition from Soviet 
Russia, there still would remain 
one spot from which the Krem- 
lin’s agents operate — and with 
diplomatic immunity too. This is 
the United Nations, which is 
camped right on our doorstep in 
New York. Until we rid our

It 
wants to destroy in their minds 
love of their own country — their 
patriotism — and replace it with 
something called ‘‘world-minded- 
ness.’’ What this amounts to, of 
course, is to wipe out of the minds 
of our youngsters respect and ad- 
miration for American traditions 
and the American way of life. In 
their place would be instilled re- 
spect and admiration for all the 
countries of the world. Logically, 
this can only mean respect and 
admiration for the socialist and 
fascist and communist way of 
life which is prevalent in those 
countries.

— have corralled nine American 
high schools for what it frankly 
calls an experiment. The high 
schools are in strategic spots 
like New York, Pittsburgh, Wash- 
ington, Maryland, Delaware, Vir- 
ginia and a few other places. 
This is the ‘‘Associate Schools 
Project”’ and if you are not care- 
ful, you will find it turning up 
eventually in your school. 

A representative from each of 
the selected high schools has 
agreed to use pamphlets and 
audio-visual aids from UNESCO 
in their schools. And judging 
from past UNESCO propaganda,

you can well imagine the kind of 
stuff which is being fed to the 
students in these nine high 
schools. The project is under 
the direction of an official of the 
National Education Association. 
And who, in UNESCO, is supply- 
ing the material for this back- 
door project? Now listen careful- 
ly to this. The chief of the Sec- 
ondary Educational Division of 
UNESCO is a lady named Mrs. A. 
Jegalova. Secondary education, 
as you know, covers high schools. 
And who is Mrs. Jegalova? Well, 
she is the former chief of the 
Inspection Division of the SO- 
VIET MINISTRY OF EDUCA- 
TION. How do you feel about 
your kids being fed material em- 
anating from a United Nations 
outfit in which the 
division is run by a Russian com-

But the tax 
bills don’t bother them in the 
least.

In the Sewers of Red Espionage 


MY TEN YEARS’ AS A COUNTER- 
SPY by Boris Morros, 248 pages. 
Viking, N.Y. $3.95. 


Exciting! Sordid! Amusing! 


Terrifying! Boris Morros, Holly- 
wood producer, could no doubt 
find better superlatives for his 


story. But S8oris Morros, com- 








munist agent and counterspy, per- 
haps feels his harrowing experi- 


ence speaks for itself, sans 
moviedom’s adjectives. They 
were one and the same — the 
successful impresario and the 


counter-espionage agent. 

When you pick up this book, 
you must rid your mind of the 
fictional counterspy — the dark, 
handsome hunk of man who fears 
nothing. This book is truth — 
not fiction. Boris Morros is a 
roly-poly little man and, despite 
a natural ‘ebullience, an essenti- 
ally timid man. Playing one of 
the most dangerous games in the 
world — that of the double-agent 
— he managed for ten years to 
hoodwink the directors of Mos- 
cow’s worldwide espionage ap- 
paratus. And all the time he was 
scared to death. 

A naturalized American citi- 
zen who made a great success in 
his adopted country, Morros fell 
easily into the clutches of the 
Kremlin’s NKVD. His family was 
still in Russia. He couldn’t get 
food packages to them. One day 
an emissary from the Soviet Vice- 
Consul in New York showed up 
with an offer of help. After that, 
it was easy — for the Russians. 
Morros wanted to bring his ailing 
father to America. He hoped to

ease the lot of his two brothers 
and his sister in Communist Rus- 
sia. What the NKVD asked in 
return, they put on the ground of 
fighting the hated Hitler, perse- 
cutor of Morros’ co-religionists. 
But Morros, a fine musician 
who lived in the fantasy of movie- 
land, could not long remain in 
political ignorance. He had 
breathed the free air of America 
and found it good. In 1947 he 
went to the F8I. He would have 
gone sooner or later anyway, but 
he frankly admits he suspected 
they were on to him. He made a 
clean breast of everything. The 
FBI asked him if he would stay 
in the communist spy apparatus. 
They pointed out the risks and 
the dangers, and told him the 
decision was up to him. And so 
a timid film 
counterspy. 
His ten-year tour of duty 
ended only a year or two ago. 
It ended when the FBI rounded 
up and convicted — on Morros’ 
testimony — the Jack Soble spy 
ring, or those members on which 
it could lay its hands. Two of 
them fled the country — the 
wealthy Alfred Stern and his 
wife, Martha Dodd (daughter of a 
U. S. Ambassador) who played
